Mattera That Are Likely to Receive Early 
Attention. 

Nw ASHINGTON, December 12.—Senator Mor- 
rill’s anti-ias if resolution is the “unfinished 
business” of the senate, and Mr. Dawes has th 
floor for aepeech npon.it. Next to this in re 
spect to right of way comes the Platt resola- 
tion for open executive sessions. The 
other especial orders for the present 
week are as follows: . Senator Logan's resolu- 
tion authorizing the seeretary of war to accept 
the highwood tract of 500 acres in Lake coun- 
ty, Illinois, donated by the Commercial club. of 
Chicago, for military purposes; Scnator Beck's 
railroad attorney bill, (which has been so 
amended by the judiciary committee that its 
introducer repudiates it); and the house bill in 
charge of Senator VanWyck forthe relief of 
seitiers in Nebraska and Kansas. It is not safe 
to predict that any of the special orders 
will be reached during the week, the event do- 
rending largely upon the willingness of the tarif 
dehaters to suspend temporarily. They will, 
however, retain such undefined “rights” ‘as 
their position on the special order list gives 
them, untila vacant hour is reached for their 
consideration. Mr. Blair has given notice that 
he will, at an early day, ask the senate to act 
upen his woman suffrage resolution, and he 
maydo this before the end of the week, if 
tenater Brown, its foremost opponent, who has 
not yet arrived, makes his appearances. The 
mter-Stete .commerce bill lis likely to be 
reported by the Conferecs before the middle 
of the week, and may perhaps displace any bas- 
iness then pending. If, howover, the senators 
desire to study the conference report, the mat- 
ter will be suffered to lie upon the table until 
next week. 

‘The senate will adjourn tomorrow as a mark 
of respect of the memory of Representative 
LDowdney, but the announcement will probably 
be delayed until! late in the afternoon. 

‘Ihe week in the house promises to-be a busy 
one. Afterthe call of states, the right of the 
floor will be accorded to the committee on the 
District of Columbia, which will occupy the en- 
tire day. Tuesday and Wednesday will probably 
be devoted to the consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, with the probability of 
a final yote on Wednesday. 

Among the special orders the bill creating 
the department of agriculture and labor has 
the advang@ige of being the unfiitshed business, 
end Mr. Majch, who has the :measure in charge, 
will endeavor to secure a vote upon it Thurs- 
day. Unless some matter of high privilege 
intervenes, Friday will be devoted to the con- 
sideration of private bills, including the vetoed 
pension bills. 

Saturday will probably usher in the fight 
for precedence between the conflicting special 
orders, but they may all be set aside in favor of 
the Indian appropriation biil, which will then 
he inshape for consideration. The comaniitoe 
having charge of the Pacific railroad funding 
Iitland the anti-polygamy bill will be on the 
watch for any occasion to eall up their respec- 
tive measures. Some general legislation may 
he passed in the morning hours, the public 
lands committee having precedence with the 
Lill granting the right of way to railrowl! com. 
panies through the western portion of Yellow- 
stone park.

WASHINGTON, December 12.—The citizens of 
Washington having subscribed a- guarantee 
fund of 250,000 to ensure the payment of the 
prizes and expenditures for the national drill 
and encampment, the executive committee 
new gives notice that such drill and encamp- 
went will hegia in Washington on the 23rd of 
May. 1857, and will end on decoration day, 
May 20th, Katrics will be. open 
to the reguiarly organized volunteer militia of 
the United States fur competition as regiments, 
battulions or companics, in infantry, artillery, 
eava'ry and zouave tactics, and also to regalarly 
organized corps of cadets, from intiitary or uni- 
versity schools. The prizes oifered to the 
ecmpetitors aggregate 520,509, of which S10.509 
will be distributed among ths  hest 
five companies of infantry as follows: first prize 
25.000; second 32,500; third $1,500; fourth $1- 
000; fifth $5600. ‘The commanders of regiments, 
battalions and companies ofailarms are in- 
vited to correspond with the committee, of 
which Mr. T. C. DeLeon is managing secretary.

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ADJOURNS UNTIL FEBRUARY. 


The Alabama Legislature Adjourns to Meet 
Again. 

MontTGomEny, Ala., December 12.—The 
le visilature adjourned last night till February 
Ist. Nearly 1,000 unfinished bills are left over 
io both houses, mostly of a local character. The 
appropriation and revenue bills passed both 
hopses and were approved by the governor; 
also, the report of the senate and house joint 
committee, who agreed upon a reduction of the 
license tax on dealers in futures from $5,999, as 
preeed by the house, to $300, which was passed 
by both bouses; also, the drummers’ tax, which 
the house repealed, stands now at $10 annually 
for the state ouly, with @ penalty that all con- 
tracts by drummers withont having &@ license 
aie void. The governor vetoed the bill making 
county officers of Lowndes couuty ineligible to 
sveceed themselves, being a bad policy, and, in 
(he governor's opinion, unconstitational, Both 
houses sustained the veto. Numerous prohibi- 
tion bills for counties and precincts were

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| KILLED FOR A‘PRICE. 


A SHOCKING CRIME BROUGHT TO 
LIGHT IN BALTIMORE. 


An Old White Woman Killed by Negroes With Whom 
She Was Boarding, and Her Body Sold toa 
College for Dissection—How the Crime 
Was Brought to Light—Btce., Eto. 


BALTIMORE, December 12.—About 6 o’clock 
Friday evening, a negro man brought to the 
Maryland university, on Lombard street, the 
body of a white woman, and left it with Ander- 
son Perry, the colored janitor, saying he wou!d 
call again for $15, the price agreed upon. The 
body was taken to be prepared for keeping 
until needed for dissection, but it was found 
that the head was. horribly crushed, and that 
there were two woundsin the left breast, and 
the police were at once notified. Yesterday a 
post mortem examination of the body was 
roade, and the physicians stated positivoly that 
the wounds were made after death, leaving the 
inference that it was simply a case of body- 
snatching, and that the work had been done by 
a novice. Today, however, the body was iden- 
tifed as thatof Emily Brown, a woman 60 
years of age, who for the last six months had 
been boarding with acolored family in the 
western sect'on of the city. She was of 
dissipated habits, and. lived on what 
rhe could beg, She was at her 
home three hours before her body was brought 
to the university, and it is now evident that 
she was brutally murdered for the price her 
bedy would bring for use on the dissecting ta- 
ble. Perry, the janitor who received the body, 
denies that he ever saw the woman, but he is 
hnown to have been a boarder at the same 
house, and to have eaten breakfast with her 
on the morning of her murder. He was today 
arrested as accessory to the crime, but the man 
who did the work has not yet been captured’ 
Marshal Frey is at work on the ease, and be- 
hieves that he is on the track of the most hor- 
rible murder ever perpetrated in this city, and 
that the murderer will be under arrest in a short 
time. The negro who brought the body to the 
university has not yet been identified. 

THE STORY REVEALED. 

Late tonight John Rossand Albért Hawkins, 

both colored, were arrested and confessed to 


. having killed the woman at the instigation of 


Janitor Perry. They followed her te her room 
#nd Ross smashed her head with a brick, while 

fawkins held her and stabbed her through 
the heart with a knife, They then 
carried ® the body to the university, 
in a bag furnished by Perry, who received it 
and sbaved the head to make the identification 
difficult. The bloudy elothing was thrown 
intoa tub of dirty water. Ross also boarded 
inthe Louse with the unfortunate woman. 
The price to he obtained for the body was the 
sole objeet of the murder. 
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THE BELLEVUE ROBBERY. 


How the Train Wreckers Went About Their 
Work. 

Sy. Lovrs, December 12.—The particulars of 
the train robbery yesterday, near Bellevue 
Station, Texas, are that three robbers, who 
were unmasked, and made no effort at. conceal- 
ment, arrived at the water tank a few minutes 
before the train. When the train arrived, one 
of the robbers, with a drawn pistol, ordered 
Engineer Ayers and his fireman, and O. G. 
Miller, another engineer who was riding in the 
cab, to alight,’which they did. He then marched 
them some thirty feet from the train, and went 
‘(hrough them, taking all the valuables they 
While this was going on the other man 
went through the train. It appears that one of 
the passengers who was looking out of the win- 
dow, and saw the operation with the trainmen, 
divining the situation, went into the for- 
ward car, notifving the other passengers of 
whet was goipg on, and told them to secret 
their money. This they didin various ways, 
giving the most of it and 
ibeiy diamonds to several ladies aboard. Miss 
Kate Haas, of Fort Worth, had charge of $3,000 
end other valuables. Mrs. Chambers, of Potts- 
dam, N. Y., received $5,000 and some diamonds, 
and Mrs. Wittick, of Carthage; Mo., took her 
husbana’s gold watch and several hundred dol- 
lars. Mrs. Wittick was greatly incensed at the 
proceedings, and boldly stood upin the car and 
asked if forty men were going to submit to 
uch an outrage at the hands 
of two  highwaymen. About $12,000 
in money and 34,000 worth of diamonds and 
other valuables were left by the robbers in 
their haste to get through the train, and be- 
cause they did not rob the ladies, They were 
evidently novices in the business. and went 
away with the paltry sum of $105, three gold 
watches, teu silver watches, five revolvers, and 
one gold ring. The robbers left the train at 
the rear of the sleeper, mounted horses stand- 
ing near by, and rode rapidly 
away. The train was then hurriéd 
on to Bellevue, where telegrams were sent to 
Superintendent Frost, at Fort Worth, who im- 
mediately replied, offering $250 reward for 
cach robber, and in less than an hour five 
posses of officers and citizens were in pursuit. 

Captain Connors was on the train, having to 
chayve two deserters, with a gaard of five ne- 
ero soldiers of the 24th United States’ Infantry, 
and Connors ordered the soldiers to draw their 
revolvers and fight the robbers, but several 
passengers opposed it so strongly and 
plead so earnestly in behalf of the women pass- 
engers aboard that the captain reluctantly 
yielded, and when the robbers reached the sol- 
diers and demanded their weapons, they quict- 
y gave them up. 
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ATTACKED BY TRAMPS. 


One Man Dead and Two Others in a Preca- 
rious Condition, 

SHENANDOAH, Pa., December 12.~A band of 
about thirty tramps, who have been making 
iheir headquarters just outside the borough 
limits during the past few weeks, cameo into 
shenandoah last night, and after getting 
drunk raised a riot in the saloon, and probably 
fatally injured three men. Four of the tramps 
were ejected from the saloon for using abusive 
language, and shortly afterward returned with 
eight more of their comrades, and attacked 
suloon-keeper and party of 
miners who were 4rinking in the house. 
James McKeon, a brotber ofthe saloon-keeper, 
wes horribly hacked with a razor in the hands 
of one of the tramps, and two of the miners 
were beaten with bottles and glasses into insen- 
sibility. The tramps, after clearing out the 
barroom, withdrew to the street and wrecked 
the front of the building. Nine of the number 
were subsequently arrested and four of them 
were committed to jail. McKeon will die, and 
the othertwo men are ina precarious cond!-

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DEATH OF COLONEL JAMESH, RION 


The Distinguished Lawyer's Career Closed-- 
A Sketch of His Life. 

CoLumatiA, 8. C., December 12.—[Special.]— 
James H, Rion, L. L. D.,a distinguished law- 
yee and scholar died suddenly today at his 

ome in Winnsboro, of heart disease. He had 
been pre “a mm. for some weeks and there 
were visible signs of his constitution breaking 
down. The physicians vainly strove to per- 
suade him to temporarily abandon the ardu- 
ous duties of his profession and to spend sev- 
eral months in absolute rest. When he was 
in this city a short while ago in attendance 
upon the meeting of the state bar association, 
some of his friends observed that he was fail- 
ing, and they joined their entreaties to those 
of the doctors in trying to prevail upon him 
to take a short respite from active professional 
caies and hurrassments. Notwithstanding 
Colonel Rion’s condition his death was 
wholly nhexpected. He was not known to 
buve previously suffered with any affection of 
the heart, and when it was announced that he 
has been stricken dead by this awful disease, 
his friends were shocked as well as astonished, 

The deceased was one of the most remarka- 
ble men in South Carolina in many respects. 
He was one of the few really prominent 
citizens oO& the state who persistently refused to 
take any gublic office, albeit tempting positions 
were offeted him frequenily. In a notable ad- 
dress to the South Corolina Bar association, do- 
livered eo assuming the president’s chair, he 
remarke@that he believed he was the only 
lawyer in:the state who had, during a long pro- 
fersional fareer, devoted his whole time and 
attention to the law. He had never sought or 
accepted any political pesition. Colonel Rion’s 
reputation as a corporation lawyer extended all 
over the United States, and during the past few 
years he has been associated with some of the 
ablest lawyers of New York in the manage- 
ment ot important rail way cases. 
For his seTViCces in thess suits 
he received very large fees. He was not only 
an astute lawyer, but he was a ripe scholar and 
a phenomenal mathematician. He possessed 
the most extensive and the most valuable pri- 
vate law library in the United States. Colonel 
Rion, whe was graduated from the South Caro- 
lina college when a very young man, always in 
_after life fought earnestly for this grand old 
institution. He was for many years a trustee 
of the college, and two years ago, in recognition 
of his valuable services in behalf of edacation 
generally and of the South Carolina college in 
particular, its faculty conferred upon him the 
degree of .. L. D. When the South Carolina 
Bar assotiation metin this city a few woeks 
aco, they unanimously elected Colonel Rion as 
their president. For many years the deceased 
has been the chief counsel for the Richmond 
and Danville railroad and the Atlantic Coast 
Line. 

Some years agoa prominent citizen of Fair- 
field county insulted Mrs, Rion, and, refasing 
to apologize when required to do so, Colonel 
Rion shot him dead. He was tried for his life 
and hed a narrew escape. He was defended by 
Ifon. Wiliam C. Preston, who was then one of 
the most brilliant and successful advocates in 
the south. Colonel Rion amassed a handsome 
property and leaves his family in comfortable 
circumstances. His funeral will be attended 
by many of the leading lawyers of the state.

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TERROR IN MISSOURL 


THE OPERATIONS OF THE WHITE 
HORSE COMPANY. 


A Band ef Regulators|Who Have Degenesrated Into 
Terrors to the Community—People Dragged 
From Their Beds and Whipped—The 
Manner in Whieh They Work. 


Kansas City,Mo., Deccember 12.—Miller and 
Camden counties, in southwest Missouri, are 
much excited over the operations of the White 
Horse Company. This body was organized af- 
ter the close of the war, and at the time was 
considered a necessary evil. Desperadoes wore 
stealing live stock, and their perfect lawless- 
ness made it necessary to take organized action 
for self-protection. It was very evident thst 
there existed a regularly organized band of 
horse thieves, extending from Iowa, through 
Missouri, into Arkansas. It was found that 
animals stole in Iowa were run south. In 
many instances the stolen horses were found, 
but in every case the thieves had made a trade 
—sometimes an open and apparently honest 
daylight trade; at other times far- 
mers would get up in the morn- 
ing to find their good horses gone and inferior 
animals in the stable. It came tobe generally 
known that all along the route men who be- 
longed to the gang, or who profited by their 
operations, had their homes and gave aid and 
“ mfort to the freebooters. One of these lines 
of clandestine commerce passed through Miller 
and Camden counties, and the good people took 
steps to combat theevil. In orderto “fight 
the devil with fire” a secret company was 
formed, the members of which were not known 
to outsiders. The purpose of this company was 
to put astop tothe bold operations of the 
horse thieves. The band let it be known that 
men who gave cause for suspicion would be 
summarily dealt with. 

This was about 1870, and for about six or 
eight years their existence and work hada 
good influence on affairs in the counties. They 
acted with moderation, and it came to be be- 
lieved that the best people of Miller and Cam- 
den counties had a directing influence in the 
aflairs of the White Horse Company. Their 
work was always done at night, and they al- 
ways rode white horses, and disguised them- 
selves so as completely to hide their identity. 
Their plan was to drive suspected people out 
of the counties by getting as much evidence 
a8 possible against them, and then prosecating 
them in the courts, or, in cases where convic- 
tion was not certain, taking the law in their 
own hands. They succeeded in ridding the 
econ. munity of horse thieves. 

In 1&0 the company was reorganized on a 
new and quite different basis. Recently they 
have made several public appearances, on 
each occasion wearing the customary disguise, 
and all riding white horses. For some time 
they have been trying to regulate the morals 
of the community, and they have also been de- 
voling their energy to gratifying petty spite 
and wreaking vengeance for personal wrongs, 
real or imaginary. Some time ago they 
whipped James Brown and _ his three daugh- 
ters, Brown and his daughters lived in Miller 
county. It was about midnight and the moon 
was shining brightly, when acompany of twen- 
ty persons, all mounted on white horses, rode 
up to the house. The father heard the tramp- 
ing of the horses, and, opening the door to see 
who the riders were, was confronted by the 
captain. He called to his daughter to run, but 
before they could get out ef the house they 
were secured. They were taken out of the 
house aud tied down acruss logs and all were 
ceevetely whipped. 

After this event the gang of night riders ap- 
peared quite frequently. Many bad citizens 
were made to get up from their beds at night, 
and leave the country immediately, being es- 
corted to the highway by members of the 
band. Gradually it began to develop that this 
band were becoming reckless in their work, 
and there were waany instances where people 
were forced to abandon their homes for no 
known cause except that they had excited the 
il] will of the regulators. This condition of 
affairs grew worse steadily, untila large por- 
tion of the very best people of the community 
lived ina state of constant apprehensien, ‘The 
people began to look fora bundle of hickories 
on their doorsteps or hanging on their front 
gates every morning. Last year several people 
were Whipped, and more have received tie at- 
(tention of the regulators this year. 

In August last Frank Redden and a woman 
were the victims of a midnight visit. The wo 
man lived with Rodden’s family. About mid- 
bight the terrible horses with masked riders 
surrounded the Rodden house. Besides the 
family there were in the house a half dozen 
men, a force of thresHers who had come to 
thresh Rodden’s wheat. In their usual expedi- 
tious manner the whippers took their victims 
from the house,and with the rest of the family 
and the threshers looking on, tied them down 
acress 2@ log and whipped them. lRodden re- 
ceived twenty and the woman ten lashes. The 
leaders of the band then warned them to be- 
have themselves in future, and let them go. 

The threshers were then taken in hand. 
They were marched to the same log, and all 
were asked if they recognized any of the dis- 
guised company. All declared they did not. 
All were required to swear to this, and then to 
take another oath that they would never reveal 
anything they had learned that night, or might 
afterward learn, concerning the company. 

One night last week a negro named Jack 
Lett was visited by the band. They wore 
whipping him in the regulation manner, when 
they were treated to a startling surprise. Jack 
Lett’s brother eame to the rescue. -Lle carried 
a double-barreled shot-gun, and his first saluta- 
ticn to the band was to open fire with both bar- 
rels. He saw oneof the riders fall from his 
horse, and his comrades picked himup. Jack 
Lett had not been bound, and when his whip- 
pers turned toward the man whew had beeu shot 
he escaped. His brother, who did the shoo - 
ing, Also ran away, 

Fifty persons in Miller county, aud about 
half as many in Camden, have, within the last 
month, received notices from the dreaded reg- 
uiators. One of these, a man named Thomas 
Martin. has made public proclamation that he 
will keep his double-barreled shotgan and two 
revolvers loaded and close at hand, and on the 
first appearance of the gang he will open fire 
without a moment’s parley. He warns his 
friends, one and all, if they have any business 
with him it must be transacted in the daytime, 
as he will shoot on sight any intruder on his 
premises after nightfall.

HOLLIDAY’S EXPLOITS. 


A Noted Hunter’s Adventures with Panthers 
and Bears. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., December 12—~ | 
mountain air of West Virginia must 
be conducive to health and longevity. [tis s 
common thing to see hale, hearty men in these 
hills of ninety years and upward. In a recen’™ 
land suit before the United States court, there 
were eight witnesses whose combined age footed 
up to 641 — These old gentlemen, whe 
were remarkably intelligent and a aa 
attracted a great dealof attention. Two 
them, and the most intelligent of the eight, had 
never seen a frailread or steamboat until they 
came here in a similar suita year since. It was 
from one of these remarkable old people that 
your correspondent gathered the met i | 
story of Daniel Hoiliday and his barehand 
fight with a large bear. The story is vouched 
for as true,and shows betterthan any other 
description would the character and physical 
strength of the people of that day and genera- 
tion. 

About sixty years or more since there lived 
in Nicholas county one of the strongest mem 
the country ever produced. Daniel Holliday 
was a man about forty years ofage when I first 
knew him in 1825. Le was at that period one 
of the most noted hunters in the couatry; tall 
about six feet in his moccasins; weight about 
two hundred and sixty pounds; raw-boned and 
murcular—a perfect type of physical manhood. 
One peculiar feature of Ho'liday was the fact - 
that the man had no ribs. Where his ribs ought 
to have been there was but one solid bone, Hie 
artos, chest and limbs were a mass of muscle. 
I have known Holliday to tie his right hand be- 
hind his back, and with the free arm to throw 
two of the best athletes inthe neighborhood. 
His feats of strength were astonishing, and of 
daily occurrence, but perhaps the one, which, 
from its oddity, attracted the greatest atten- 
tion, was his bare-handed fight with a bear. 
Holliday had often langhingly said 
he believed he could whip a 
bear with his bare hands in a square 
pitched battle. One day, while hunting ina the 
mountains, he shot at and wounded a ly 
buck, which ran into the laurel brush. Holli- 
day saw that it was desperately wounded, and 
followed it by the drops and clots of blood om 
the leaves. He had forgotten to lead his rifle, 
and was walking aiong the mountain side 
trailing the buck, when he came to a Jarge tree 
which had been uprooted by a storm, leaving a 
large cavity under the overhanging roots. In 
this hollow, which was pretty well filled with 
leaves, a large bear lay curled up asleep. Tha 
footsteps of Holliday awoke his bearship, and 
he arose on his haunches and growled. When 
Holliday camein sight the bear arose and 
walked toward him growling. Just before he 
reached Holliday he got up on his hind feet 
and came at him, his little piggish eyes snap- 
ping with mischief. Holliday threw his rifle, 
which was unloaded, to the ground, and pre- 
pared himself for a fair, square fight with 
nature’s weapons. It must have been an inter- 
esting sight to a spectator at a safe distance—a 
man trying to whip a big bear with his bare 
hands. The bear walked up within reaching 
distance, when Holliday struck him on the 
nose, knocking his head to one sideand making 
bim snort with rage. He followed up his ad- 
vantage and landed _ several terrible 
blows on the beast's sides and neck. 
paving very little attention to the rules which 
govern the ring, The bear, though like all of 
his species, an adept at sparring, was not quick 
encugh to guard himself from the blows of his 
human antagonist or to inflict any injury with 
his terrible claws. In about two or three min- 
utes Holliday had struck and kicked the bear 
until he had knocked the breath out of him. 
And he seemed anxious to quit, when Hollida 
landed a terrible blow in his stomach. Th 
mode of warfare disgusted the bear, and he 
drew off and lay down. By this time Holli- 
cay thought it time t6 end the affair, and 
reached for his gun. Before he could load it, 
the bear, who must have gotton his second 
wind, got up and came at bim again in deadly 
earnest. Thistime the fight was worse than 
before. The bear made several attempts to 
strike and claw Holliday, but the latter was 
tuo quick for him and gave him a fearful blow . 
on the ear, making him whine. Holliday fol- 
lowed this up by kicking him and banging him 
in the nose and any where he could. The blows 
on the nose seemed to have a decided effect, for 
it was not long before the bear dropped on all 
fours and retreated tothe hollow, where he laid 
dewn, whining like a whipped child. - HoHida 
then quickly loaded his gun and shot him dead, 
‘The animal weighed about four hundred pounds, 
and when skinned the flesh showed a dozen 
places where Holliday’s hage fists had bruised 
it. There can be no doubt that Holliday 
whipped the bear, as he described, for he fear- 
ed nothing living, and scorned a lic. His feats 
of strength and courage were marvelous, and 
would have filled a volume had there been any 
ene about eapable of describing them. 

] have seen him, when I wasa young man, 
at work carrying rails with which to build a 
fence on the mountain side. Holliday would 
take eight or ten rails, tie them together, and 
carry them up the steep mountain side appar- 
ently as easy as othermen would carry a single 
rail, and he would do it seemingly with little 
or no effort, 

Another one of Holliday’s adventures is 
worth telling. One day, while hunting, Holli- 
day found a den of some animal in a cave in 
the mountain side. With his usual couras

‘and rashness hé determiued to investigate 1, 
'Tfe crawled, or slipped, through a narrow 
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passage for about thirty or forty feet, when he 
came to anopening. A cleft in the rocks above 
lighted up the place, which was a room about 
twenty feet square. In one corner he found 
two panther cubs about the size of half-growm 
kittens. Holliday immediate;y killed them 
by the butt of his gun. He then started to 
go ont, knowing that the old panthers might 
return at any moment. Just as he got 
about half way out of the cave, one of the 
old panthers leaped into the entrance. 
Here was a fearful state of affairs, buat it did 
net daunt Holliday. He immediately took 
aim as best he could and@ fired. The ballet 
struck the panther but did not kill it. The 
brute sprang at Holliday with a scream of rage 
and pain, and landed just in front of him, el- 
ther baving miscalculated the distance or hav- 
ing heen too badly wounded. The brute had no 
sooner struck the ground when Holliday struck 
it full between the eyes with the end of his 
beavy gun, crushing its skull. He then drew 
the body to the mouth of the cave and threw 
it down, and began loading his gun. He had 
got the powder in and was just fitting a bullet 
when the other old panther, the mate, sprang 
from the brnshin frontof him. Holliday sue- 
ceeded in killing this one, too, after receiving 
one or two severe seratches from iteclaws. The 
empty rifle barrel in his hands was like a t 
cane inthe hands of an ordinary man, aod 
with this be struck the panther and broke fis 
back. Holliday often said that he came as 
near being scared when in the aight with the 
two old panthers as he ever did im his Tife, 

“I could tell dozens of tales of this man’s 
life,” said the old geutieman, “bat I am afraid 
the publie would discredit them; bat if the 
people nowadays had seen aud kuowa Holli- 
cay in his prime they would not have been as

Three- 
teed Watson came here with the railroad, and 
has made himself unpleasantly censpicuous in 
all the free fights and fandango aifirays that 
haye varied the otherwise monotonous course 
of things in Chivatito. By shooting-two men 
and freely flourishing a frontier revolver in the 
saloons, Watson had acquired the coveted noto- 
riety of being a bad. man and 
chief of the camp, and also established 
the custom among barkeepers of 
reyer charging him anything for whisky or 
mescal. When the railroad went on Three- 
toed Watson did not fellow with the gang. It 
is not an easy thing to get acknowledged as 
chief in a railroad camp, but, having got there, 
the privilege of free whisky, free lunches, and 
general bossship of the saloons are too valuable 
to a frontier tough to be lightly thrown away 
or abandoned. Watson is very liberal with his 
privileges, and never takes a drink without 
asking allhands to join him. A _ refusal to 
drink with him-is a deadiy insult,as it con- 
veys to the mind of Three-toed Watson the in- 
ference that the person refusing considers him 
no gentleman. After tonight’s expericnce, 
however, be probably will not be quite so pres- 
singly liberal. 

‘Two mining engineers were sitting at a table 
in a saloon where the bully was running thiugs, 
and when Watson ordered everybody up to the 
bar, one of them, a German named Winkler, 
politely declined. Mr. Watson produced a pon- 
derous pistol, and, poking the muzzle into 
Winkler’s face, he reared : 

‘Yer won't drink with me, yer Dutch ien- 
der-foot! Reckon yerdon't know me. I'm « 
how! ing blizzard of the perarie, | am, and when 
I’nr turned loose it’s dirty work cleaning up 
the ranch. I'm a gentleman, and you'll drink 
whisky ‘long o' me or make a soft seat for the 
coroner.” 

Mr. Winkler shut one ere and squinted into 
the pistol barre), and qaietly remarked : 

‘Well, if you insist, [m with you.” 

Getting up from the table he walked over to 
the bar and stood beside Watsen, who flour- 
ished the pisto] once more under his nose aud 
then returned it to the holsier. Holding a 
whisky glass in his left hand, Winkler took 
from his vest pocket « draughtsman six H lead 
pencil, sharpened toa needle point. Turning 
to Three-toed Watson he said: 

‘Look here, sir! You are a bigger man than 
lam, and could whip me if yon wanted to 
without any weapons. I didn’t want to drink, 
but you pulled a pistol and would have shot me 
if I hadn't stepped up here. I carry no arms, 
you see; nothing but a pene.” 

Hicre Winkler poised the pencil, which he 
gresped firmly with hisiight thumb and fin- 
gers, directly opposite Watson’s face, a3 thouch 
to call attention to the insignificance of his 
armory and emphasize his remarks, at the same 
time looking the bully steadily im the eye. 

‘Now, I want to tell you,” he continued, 
‘that you are an infernal coward and a scoun- 
drel, and I can lick you with a lead pencil,” 
and just as the bully reached for his gun tho 
pencil darted forward like a flash into his left 
eye, the point passing accurately through the 
pupil. Three-toed Watson yelled in agony and 
fell upon the floor, writhing and shrieking. 
Mr. Winkler put the pencil back inte bis vest 
pocket, replaced the untasted whisky upon the 
bar, and went out. Watson may pull through 
if he has luck, but that eye will be of no more 
use to bim, and his privileges as a bad man are 
gone,

A FALLEN POLITICIAN. 


A Lobbyist, Who Used to Make His Thot- 
sands, Now a Porter in Atlanta. 

Pinckney Robertson, a bright mulatto, who 
performs the duties of porter for an establish- 
ment in Marietta street, was a power in South 
Carolina politics during the days of reconstruc- 
tion. For a considerable time, duriug the rad- 
ical regime in that state, Robertson was a 
powerful lobbyist at Columbia, and was largely 
instrumental in swaying such legislation as 
was designed to confer benefits upon cerpora- 
tions. The notorious John J. Patterson and 
the not less notorious Kimpton, and the infa- 
mous Franklyn J. Moses,all availed themselves 
of Robertson’s services, and paid him well. 
While lobbying at the state capital, Robertson 
held at one time four different clerkships, each 
one of which paid him six dollarsaday, In 
talking abont the good old days of stealing in 
Sonth Carojina, he said: “T tell you those times 
were jolly. I used to make’two or three thou- 
sand dollars at every session of the legislature, 
and do little or no work, and here I am slaving 
ten hovrs a day for not quite four dollars 
a week. I only wish that them good 
old times would return; and, quick 
asa flash you would see me go back tomy old 
haunts. I know thereisnot much chance of 
the republicans getting on top again, but, from 
what ] can hear, I would not be surprised if 
there should be a split in the democratic party 
and then the independents, backed by the co!l- 
ored voters, would be able to get in their work.” 
Robertson stated that he left South Carelina 
shortly before Chamberlain’s downfall and that 
since then, up toa year ago, when they szttled 
in Atlanta, he has been leading » roving life In 
the west. Robertson was asked what he 
thought of Robert Snialis’s defeat in the “black 
district,” and he replied: “I don’t understand 
much about it, for since I left the state it has 
been cut up and divided off into districts, but 
one thing | do know: Iam glad old Smalls is 
beaten. He is the most selfish, ungrateful 
and altogether the meanest man I ever mot. 
lf once did him a big favor; got him a bill 
through the legislature by which he made a 
heap of money, and when I got broke and met 
him in Chicago and applied to him for assist- 
ance, he refased to recognize me and said he 
did not have any recollection of me and did 
not even remember my name. Yes, I am glad 
that Smalls is left at home, and that Colonel 
Elliett, with whom I was brought up, has 
downed him.” 

Robertson closed the conversation by deciar- 
ing that he is happier now, on small wages ancl 
hard work, than he used to be when leading a 
lazy and luxurions existence in the compan- 
ionship of the thieves who plundered his native 
state. “While this is true,” concluded the 
falien politician, ‘I confess 1 would like to have 
some of the many thousands of dollars that I 
equandered, and be living at ease with my 
people down in Beaufort.”

SOME OF THE SERMONS PREACHED 
ON SUNDAY, 


Fev. J. W. Lee, of Trinity Churoh, on “The Life of 
Caleb*—An Eloquent Sermon-The Church of 
Our Father-The First Baptist Church - 

At Otrer of tre City Churches. 


Rev. J. W° Lee preached yesterday morning 
on “The Character of Caleb,’ from the text: But 
ny servant Caleb, because be had another spirit 
with bim, and hath followed me fully, him willl 
bring into the land whereinto he weit, and his 
ceed #hall possess it: Numbers lMiett. Caleb was 
no ordinary man because: : 

1. He had a spirit other than the men by which 
he was surrounded, He was animated.by the 
epirit of God, the highest and most universal of 
which he wes capable hy endowment and structure 
of receiving Few men rise above the atmosphere of 
their nation, their trade, or their culture. Caleb 
looked above and beyond himself and caught the 
visionwhich be followed from the sky. 

> Thespiritby which .he was stirred to noble 
endea\ or jed hima to Jook to the future and not to 
the past. With the exception of Joshua, those who 
bed gcne with him to explore the land of Canaan, 
desired to return to Eevpt. Prophets with the 
back-looking tendency started early and have held 
on to the present day. 

5. It was the spirit of heroism. Caleb feared not 
the walled cities of the Amarites, nor the children 
of Anak. He said, “Let us go up at once and pos- 
sess the land, for ye are well able to do it.” 

4. It was the spirit of God for it was determined 
2pen the consummation of God's - pose, He had 
civen the land of Canaan to the children of Israel. 

It was a spirit which called into action all the 
powers of his being, and put to expression in ac- 
cordance With God’s will all the force of his na- 
ture. That man is led by no craven, poverty 
stricken spirit who plans for himself tasks which 
put the pressure upon all the pow. of his nature, 
The tasks of most men only call into play the 
wwers of certain sides of themselves. The mer- 
chant with noidea higher than making money, 
does not use up but a fragment ofthe force with 
which he is endowed. What is the use of 
f ynogul engine draw a wheelbarrow? 
Why dam up the Chattahoochee to 
turn a fiutter mill. Why use all the force, with 
which St. Faul’s are made, when applied, in the 
swall work of raising potatoes and beans? Noth- 
ing wrong about potatoes and beans, but it should 
not use up but litle of man’s force to por them. 
What a loss, 3f St. Paul had spent all his force in 
making tents. He made tents and wrote Ephesians 
Loe, 

€& Tt was a spirit which not only securel 
for him the development of his conscience and his 
heart, but even the land Canaan, The Israelites 
who feared thesons of Anak, lost even their worldly 
treasures and their lives. 

7. It was this spirit of freedom. No more Esypt 
with its opions, and its brick making, and its sla- 
very for him. He was bent on Canaan with its figs 
and its freedom. 

S. It was the spirit which understood how to 
turn defeat into victory, and to snatch conquest 
from conilict. He said: “Only rebel not ye against 
the Lord, neither fear ye the people of the land, for 
they are bread for us.”’ 

& No doubt need remain as to how he come by 
the spirit w hich made him different from his neigh- 
hors. The secret is contained in the words, “He 
hath followed me fully.’

Mr. Chaney preached on “‘Man’s Duty to Hinaself”’ 
in the morning, and in the evening on ‘Pharisees:

[tmust be admitted that the Pharisee, as he is 
in the New Testament, makes 
a very sorry appearance. Little can be 
‘The man who géts all his knowledge of the Phar- 
isees from whatis said of theminthe New Testa- 
wnent Will hardly be persuaded that any good thing 
ean come outot them. They sooften appear in 
thore pagesin open opposition to Jesus and His 
word snd work tbat His sympathy cannot be ex- 
nected togo oultowards them. True, we occa- 
siotally read ofa good Piarisee, like Nicodemus 
or Gematiel, and we may not forget that Paul,even 
iter hiz conversion, was prompt to per $= him- 
‘elfa Vharisee, He boasted ofitin his address to

jared 10 ti.e council, *‘lam a Pharisee and the son 
of Fharsees.”” Putone swallow doesnot makea 
-ummer, and even Paul, if he stood 
alore, woulda hardly commend to us, 
He knew he wasright. Itisthe undoubted assu- 
rance that he basthe truth, the whole truth ani 
nothing but the truth, which makes the Pharise : 
‘n all times an overbearing dogmatist. Otherme 
mey suspect thcmeelves of the possibility of erro, 
but not so the dogmatist. Heis ‘Sir Oracle.’”’ N> 
doubt there is sumething reassuring to dublou 
minds, in hearing the opinions they hesitate to b -- 
lieve, unhesitatingly uttered bya ioud and coni- 
dent believer.

Reasonable truth ha 
nc necd to doubt iis acceptance with reasonabl 
men.

i47) The Pharisee was an insufferable egotist. 

His prayer on the street corner has photographed 
him for alltime. He shows in this his lack ofa 
man’s chief distinction, viz.: his longing and ef- 
fort towards progress. Instead of containing him- 
elf with some high idea, he makes Capital for his 
eonceit by contrastiug himself with bis supposed 
inferior’, 
») AGd to this egotism the asceticism which 
brags to God of his semi-weekly fast, and rebukes 
lesusas a glutton end wine-bibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners, and you have the Phurisce 
iull-fedged. Me is easily recognized any day. 

Io the light of Chriss blazing rebukes there is 
no mistaking the offenderor his offense.

FARMING IN GEORGIA. 


oem” 
Hon, W. I. Felton Gives Words of Hope t9 
Agriculturists, 

Hou. W. H. Felton, the Macon county chairman 
ofthe agricultural committee of the house, is one 
of the best farmers in Georgia. He and his brother. 
1. M. Felton, have both made fortunes on their 
furme, A representative of THE CONSTITUTION asked 
Mr. Felton what he thought of the condition of the 


farmeis of Georgia. 

“It is improving all the time,” he said. “Thay 
are getting out of aebt, and therefore more ind:- 

endent. They are more economical, and are plant- 
fog with more judgment. Farming in the south is 
pot what ft was before the war, y father starte | 
me with a fine lot of hogroes. My negroes double l 
in five years, and trebbled in eight years, This 
would have made me rich, though I had made no 
money on the farm. At the close of the war when 
cotton brought thirty cents a pound, I made more 
money than lever had 1p slave days. but the 
flush days of farming in the south are past. It is 
now an exact science, and the man who pays most 
attention to details and economy, and industry, 
nakes the most money.’ 
DO vou think it a profitable business?’ 

“Undoubtedly. Any man of common sense who 
works a farm iscertain of a good living, and of tay- 
ing up a little money every year, if he does his duty. 
1 have heard men, with large and extravagant fain- 
lies complain at the end ofihe year because their 
accounts did. not balance. They would say they 
had kst morey farming. They had made money 
farming, but had failed to count the support of the 
family. Any man cen spend all he makes, aid a 
lite more too, but any man who is reasouably 
economical, industrious and sensible, is sureof a 
happy and independentlife ona Georgia farm, and 
a little surplus with which to start his children in 
life when they are ready to go,”’ 

“What about the labor question*’ 

“There isnotrouble with it. My brother and 
myrelf have this plan. . We run our lands on shares, 
We furnish the iand and houses and stock, and 
feed for the stock, and farm implements. The ten- 
nant furnishes the labor and feeds himself. We 
divide the cost of fertilizers, each paying half. I 
then takeone halfthe cotton, and two-thirds of 
the corn and peas, and allthe cotton seed, I fur- 
nish, however, enough seed for planting without 
extia charge. 

‘Do you prescribe how the crop shall be planted?” 

“Yes, On every fifty acres there must be thirty 
acres in cotton, fifteen acres in corn, with peas in 
every corn row, and five acres for odd crops. On 
every acre must be put ten bushels of cotton see.t' 
and ope bundred poundsof guano. I never use acid 
phosphate, guano is the best. I have an overseer 
for each plantation. The tenants are just as much 
under his control as they were in the days of sla- 
very, except, of course, there isno whipping. He 
preseribes Ww hen theyshall plantand how. He sees 
that every Inman works five anda half days each 
week, aud does a man’s work. This I find necessa- 
rv. The negro, as a rule, is not a wise farmer if left 
to himsclf. He will pitch his creps wrong, work 
spasmnodically and be improyident. Under stlper- 
virion. he is the best farm laborer in the world.’ 

‘What does your land average?” 

‘I got this year fourteen and a half bales of cot- 
ton for every thirty acres, and about 150 bushels of 
corn on fifteen acres,“with peas in proportion. This 
was the average yield af every fifty acre patch, of 
which I] got one-half the cotton and two-thirds of 
the corn and peas. Isow my oat crop independ- 
ent, as I have to feed all the stock. My lands pay 
me better income than [ could getfrom any other 
investment, puiting them at ahigh money yalue.’’ 

“How does it pay the negroes?” 

“It pays them well. I settled with my tenants 
last Momiay. They had clothed ant fed them- 
selyes und familiesin good shape for the vear. 
They owed no debts, and drew from $0 to #150 
ayiece in money. Each negro has a garden 
paich at his cabin, a cow, and half 
a dozen hogs, which have the ran of 
my pastures. I encouraegehim to run a littie patch 
of his own, which he plows in, and which his wife 
and children cultivate. There is free schooling for 
their children, and good country churches. They 
are satisfied, happy and contented. Under this 
plan my lands improve every year, for I insist on 
putting back on every acre more than the crops 
lake Out. My people are contented and busy. I 

aise Iryown corr and oats, and nearly enough 
meat 10 do for my place. I never bought but three 
hams in wy life, and lam ashamed of that to this 
day.”’ 

Mr. Felton is prosperotis, and has always been so. 
His methods may be of service to other tarmors or 
land owners throughout the south.

“Information received too late for insertion in 
regular order” will be found on page 6, while 
pages 7 and 8 are occupied by a full “Index to 
advertisements.” 

Opposite page 8, is the table giving the pop- 
ulation of Atlanta, as enumerated by the pub- 
lishers, September 15th, 1886. The table 
shows by actual count the total individual 
names in the book to be 16,636, of which 11,- 
0&7 are white, and 5,139 colored. The census 
(there where names do not properly belong in 
a direetory) foots up 30,206 whites, colored, 
13,504, making a total of 41,903 white names 
and census and 18,943 colored; a grand. total 
of 60,846 souls in Atlanta. The method fol- 
lowed by the publishers in enumerating the 
census during their canvass by an actual house 
to housecount has already been clearly ex- 
plained in these columns and itis safeto say 
that the figures they give are under rather 
than above the actual population. 

Beginning at page pine isa more thorough 
and complete classified business directory of all 
industries in the city alphabetically arranged 
under appropriate headings, which department 
of the book occupies forty-eight pages, printed 
in dovble column; all patron’s names carefally 
displayed in large type and their cards (if ad- 
vertisers) referred to in the advertising depart- 
ment, which immediately follows on colored pa- 
per, filling twenty pages. 

The main department of the book—the al- 
phsbetical directory of names—begins at page 
sixty-nine and ends on page 511; printed in 
large, clear, new type, and extending across the 
page instead of being in double columu as here- 
toiore. 

Following this is the “miscellaneous diree- 
tory,” containing information of churches, 
schools, city officers, etc., com- 
prcehensively arranged, occupying pages 513 to 
542 inclusive. 

The street directory from 543 to 659, is ar- 
ranged alphaheticall, by streets, giving the lo- 
cation of each, showing the several thorough- 
fares crossed by each inits course. The chief 
feature in this department is the names of oc- 
copants at each number, or the same marked 
yacant if unoccupied. It is this section of the 
work which has given the compiler sucha 
world of trouble,owing to the lack of numbers, 
chiefy upon outlying avenues. 

The bock closes with a shippers’ express 
guide, giving an alphabetical arrangement of 
«xpress stations by states, also alphabetically 
anapged, showing the lines of railway leading 
thereto. It will be observed that the original 
names of lines are used, for example: The 
RicLmord and Danville is herein designated 
still as the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line, etc. 

The directory publishes the names of 145 law- 
yers and 115 doctors. There appear to be 
twenty-six newspapers and periodicals, and 
cleven patent-medicine manufacturers in our 
city. 

A review of the individual names in the di- 
rectory shows that the Smith family is the larg- 
est in the city. ‘There are 288 heads of families 
whore surname is Smith. The Johnsons come 
next, being 239 in number. There are 216 
Jones’, 172 Williams’ and 162 Brown families 
in Atlanta, while the name of Ah Sing occurs 
but ence. 

Of the 60,846 people living here, the surnames 
of more than 21,000 begin with one of the fol- 
lowing six letters of the alphabet, B, C, H, M, 
S, or W. 

There are 7,306 residents whose names begin 
with B, and 5,982 whose names begin with H, 
so that more than one-fifth of our entire popu- 
lation begin their surnames with one or the 
other of these two letters. There are only 43 
people in the city whose names begin with U. 
i bere are 62 churches in Atlanta and 9 street 
carlines. It would be impossible to enumerate 
all the items of information to be gathered. The 
book will be from the hands of the binder on 
the 15th instant, and can be had of the publish- 
ersin room 5 Constitution building. The ex- 
pense of getting up this book aggregates more 
than is usually attached to the compilation of 
directories, and the price, six dollars, that the 
publishers advertise on their title page, is a low 
figure for as valuable a work as the Atlanta 
City Directory for 1587.
